shipped on a specified shipping date, the 
exporter shall, not later than 30 days 
prior to such period or shipping date or 
not later than 90 days after the Corpora¬ 
tion receives notice of the export sale, 
whichever is later, submit Purchase 
Orders covering an equal quantity of 
cotton. 

3. Paragraph 5 is amended by addi¬ 
tion of the following subparagraph (c) 
(iv): 

(iv) Carrying charge differential. If 
the purchase order covering the cotton 
is received by the Corporation more than 
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90 days after the date the Corporation 
receives notice of the export sale of the 
corresponding cotton, the base price 
(after other adjustments) shall be in¬ 
creased by 5 points for each month, or 
fraction thereof, between the end of 
such 90-day period and the date the 
Purchase Order is received by the Cor¬ 
poration.

ALASKAN AIR CARRIERS 

At a session of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board held at its office in Washington, 
D. C.. on the 20th day of July, 1945. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board, acting 
pursuant to the Civil Aeronautics Act of 
1938. as amended, particularly sections 
205 (a) and 416 thereof, and finding that 
many persons have undertaken to en¬ 
gage in air transportation in Alaska 
without obtaining any authorization 
from the Board for such undertakings; 
that some of the “Alaskan Air Carriers’* 
now holding authorizations from the 
Board are not conducting their opera¬ 
tions in entire conformity with the terms 
of such authorizations; that, pending 
disposition of the investigation which 
the Board has instituted into all mat¬ 
ters relating to and concerning the clas¬ 
sification of air services in Alaska and 
the extent to which existing require¬ 
ments of law or regulations governing 
the economics and safety of operations, 
or their application to Alaskan opera¬ 
tions, can or should be modified in rela¬ 
tion to each classification of service 
which may be established (Docket No. 
1747), the present enforcement of sec¬ 
tion 401 of the act would be an undue 
burden upon such carriers by reason of 
the limited extent of and the unusual 
circumstances affecting the operations 
of said carriers and would not be in the 
t/ublic interest; and deeming its action 
necessary and appropriate to carry out 
the provisions of said Act, and to exercise 
and perform its powers and duties there¬ 
under, hereby makes and promulgates 
the following regulation: 

Section 292.2 of the Economic Regula¬ 
tions is hereby amended by adding 
thereto the following additional para¬ 
graph: 

§ 292.2 Classification and exemption 
of Alaskan air carriers . • • * 

(k) Temporary exemption of certain 
air carriers operating within Alaska. 
Until the Board shall adopt further rules, 
regulations or orders, any person (1) 
who during the six months ended March 
31. 1945. was engaging within the Terri¬ 
tory of Alaska in air transportation 
w r hich had not been authorized by the 
Board, and (2) who heretofore has filed, 
or prior to September 15, 1945, shall file, 
with the Board an application for a per¬ 


manent or temporary certificate of pub¬ 
lic convenience and necessity covering 
the unauthorized services in which such 
person so engaged, or for an order ex¬ 
empting such person from the holding 
of such certificate, shall be and is hereby 
temporarily exempted from the provi¬ 
sions of section 401 (a) of the Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938. as amended, 
insofar as said provisions would other¬ 
wise prevent each such applicant from 
continuing to engage in air transporta¬ 
tion of the same nature, extent, regular¬ 
ity and frequency as was rendered by 
it within the Territory of Alaska during 
said period ending March 31, 1945, and 
for which application is filed. 

Any such person shall also be ex¬ 
empted, with respect to operations con¬ 
ducted pursuant to the authority granted 
by this paragraph, from the provisions of 
sections 403, 404 (a) , 405 (e) and 407 (b) 
of Title IV of the Civil Aeronautics Act 
of 1938, as amended, and regulations of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board promulgated 
under said Title IV, excepting § 238.1, 
Applications for Certificates of Public 
Convenience and Necessity, and Part 285, 
Rules o'! Practice. Any such person op¬ 
erating pursuant to this paragraph shall 
not thereby be deemed to be an Alaskan 
air carrier within the meaning of para¬ 
graph (a) of this section. 

Every person operating pursuant to 
this paragraph may make charter trips 
and render other special services be¬ 
tween points on routes which it is au¬ 
thorized by this paragraph to serve. 
Charter trips and other special services 
may also be rendered to or from any 
other point: Provided, That such trips 
originate at or are destined to a point 
on a route such person is authorized by 
this paragraph to serve: And provided 
further . That all such trips are casual, 
occasional, or infrequent, and are not 
made in a special manner as to result in 
establishing a regular or scheduled serv¬ 
ice. The provisions of § 239.1 of the 
Economic Regulations shall not apply to 
any person operating pursuant to this 
paragraph. 

The exemption granted in this para¬ 
graph shall be of no further force or 
effect as to any such person so engaged 
in air transportation from and after the 
effective date of an order by the Board 
denying such person’s application to 
provide such air transportation, or from 
the date of the inauguration or resump¬ 
tion of such air transportation pursuant 
to an authorization issued by the Board.

(b) Wage rates: maximum wage rates 
for picking pears , hops and prunes. 

(1) Hourly rate—85v 4 an hour. 

(2) Piece work rates: 

(i) Hops—3<f per pound. 

(ii) Picking prunes from the ground—25<f 
per 50 pounds, or $10 per ton. 

(iii) Tree picking of pears—15tf per 50-lb. 
box, or $0 per ton. 

(c) Administration. The California

status of job finishers 

The following interpretation is issued 
with respect to General Preference Or¬ 
der M-388: 

A Job finisher who finishes fabric for an 
intermediate processor is not himself an In¬ 
termediate processor within the meaning of 
paragraph (n) (2) of Order M-388 except 
with respect to any fabric to which he ac¬ 
quires title in the gray state. For example. 
If a Job finisher, under the terms of the fin¬ 
ishing contract, does not acquire title to the 
gray goods, but buys goods which he damages 
in finishing, he is not an intermediate proc¬ 
essor with respect to the damaged goods. 
However, the Intermediate processor who sup¬ 
plied the gray goods must include the dam¬ 
aged goods, in lengths of over one yard, in 
calculating his set-aside or rated delivery 
quota. Thus, if 100,000 yards of gray goods 
are delivered by an Intermediate processor to 
a Job finisher and 5,000 yards are damaged 
In the finishing process, the intermediate 
processor's set-aside or quota must be cal¬ 
culated on the 100,000 yards rather than on 
the 95,000 yards. If the intermediate proc¬ 
essor sells the 5.000 yards of damaged fabric 
to the job finisher as part of the interme¬ 
diate processor's “free goods", further deliv¬ 
eries of such damaged fabric may be made by 
the Job finisher free of the M-388 restrictions. 

The same principles apply In determining 
whether the Job finisher is the intermediate 
processor with respect to the "stretch". How¬ 
ever, it is presumed that the Job finisher ac¬ 
quires the "stretch" in the gray state and he 
would therefore normally be the intermediate 
processor as to the "stretch".

(Priorities Reg. 27, Interpretation 1J 

The following interpretation is issued 
with respect to Priorities Regulation 27: 

Paragraph (b) of Priorities Regulation 27 
prohibits a manufacturer from purchasing 
production materials under that regulation 
if his totcl production is expected to be more 
than $50,000 worth of all products manu¬ 
factured by him in any calendar quarter in 
which he wiU use materials purchased under 
that regulation. 

The $50,000 limit refers to all products 
manufactured by a person and not Just prod¬ 
ucts manufactured with materials obtained 
under PR 27. The provision in question 
reads as follows: 

Your total production is not expected to 
be more than $50,000 worth of all products 
manufactured by you in any calendar quarter 
in which you use materials purchased under 
this regulation. 

The clause “in which you use materials 
purchased under this regulation" obviously 
refers to the words ‘‘in any calendar quarter” 
and not to the words "products manufactured 
by you”. This is made clear by the subse¬ 
quent provision of paragraph (b) which ex¬ 
plain the method of determining whether a 
person comes within the $50,000 limit. 

The provision quoted above means exactly 
the same as if it read as follows: 

Your total production is not expected to 
be more than $50,000 worth of all products 
manufactured by you in any calendar quarter 
during which you use materials purchased 
under this regulation.

DELIVERIES OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM CAS 
TANKS BY TANK MANUFACTURERS 

Direction 1 to Limitation Order L-86 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

(a) What this direction covers. This di¬ 
rection covers the delivery (transfer of phys¬ 
ical possession) of liquefied petroleum gas 
tanks by tank manufacturers. For the pur¬ 
pose of this direction a liquefied petroleum 
gas tank includes any tank which is in¬ 
cluded within the definition of liquefied 
petroleum gas equipment in Order L-86, 
except a compressed gas cylinder authorized 
for the movement of liquefied petroleum 
gas by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
regulations covering the transportation of 
explosives and other dangerous articles as 
these regulations have been amended or 
exceptions granted thereto. 

(b) Original approval or authorization 
must be given to manufacturers. Notwith¬ 
standing the provisions of paragraph (d) of 
Order Ir-86, no tank manufacturer may de¬ 
liver (i. e. transfer physical possession of) 
any liquefied petroleum gas tank and no 
person may accept from a tank manufac¬ 
turer delivery (i. e. physical possession) of 
a liquefied petroleum gas tank unless there 
has been submitted to the tank manufac¬ 
turer both an original authorization and a 
certified purchase or delivery order or in¬ 
struction covering the tank to be delivered. 
This original authorization shall be an ap¬ 
proval by the War Production Board or the 
Petroleum Administration for War to accept 
delivery of and install a liquefied petroleum 
gas tank. Such approval shall be evidenced 
by a Form WPB-809 revised, a Form GA- 
855, a written letter or telegram signed 
by an authorized official of the War Pro¬ 
duction Board or the Petroleum Adminis¬ 
tration for War. The certification to be 
placed on the purchase or delivery order or 
Instruction shall be that required by para¬ 
graph (e) of Order L-86. 

No preference rating unaccompanied by 
an original authorization of the kind de¬ 
scribed above may be deemed an authoriza¬ 
tion under this direction to deliver or accept 
delivery of a liquefied petroleum gas tank. 


After a purchase order is accepted by the 
tank manufacturer, he shall endorse on the 
original authorization his name and the 
number of tanks to be delivered on the basis 
of the authorization which has been sent 
to him. He must then return the endorsed 
authorization to the purchaser who has or¬ 
dered the tank(s). 

(c) Order must be placed with tank manu¬ 
facturer within 60 days. An approved Form 
WPB-809 revised. Form GA-855 or other au¬ 
thorization of the kind described in para¬ 
graph (b) must be used to order liquefied 
petroleum gas tanks covered by it within 
€0 days of the date of approval. Unless such 
authorization is mailed by the applicant 
(purchaser) within that 60-day period, the 
approval shall be void and of no effect, and 
It will be necessary to reapply for the tanks 
covered by such application or other au¬ 
thorization. 

(d) Reports ly manufacturers of liquefied 
petroleum gas tanks. Each liquefied petro¬ 
leum gas tank manufacturer shall on or be¬ 
fore the 10th day of June 1944 and on or 
before the 10th .day of every month there¬ 
after, file a report by letter In duplicate cov¬ 
ering the preceding calendar month. This 
report shall consist of the following items 
of Information covering all tanks subject 
to this direction and for which purchase or¬ 
ders were accepted during the month: 

Persons to whom deliveries will be made 
under such purchase orders; 

Number and description of tanks to be de¬ 
livered to each person and for each item 
the case numbers of corresponding authoriza¬ 
tions submitted to manufacturer by pur¬ 
chaser. 

This report should be addressed to the Pe¬ 
troleum Administration for War, Interior 
Building. Washington 25. D. C. Ref: L-86. 

(e) This direction does not apply to de¬ 
liveries of liquefied petroleum gas tanks to 
any person for export outside the United 
States, its territories, or possessions.

ELECTRONIC EQUIPMENT 

Section 3289.31 General Limitation 
Order L-265 is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

The fulfillment of requirements tor the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage In the supply for defense, for 
private account and for export of elec¬ 
tronic equipment; and the following 
order is deemed necessary and appro¬ 
priate in the public interest and to pro¬ 
mote the national defense: 

§ 3289.31 General Limitation Order 
L-265 —(a) What this order does. This 
order gives the rules which must be fol¬ 
lowed in producing certain types of elec¬ 
tronic equipment and describes how 
spot authorizations to produce electronic 
equipment may be obtained. It also 
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explains how eertain electronic com¬ 
ponents may be obtained from producers 
for replacement or repair uses. 

(b) Definitions. For the purpose of 
this order: 

(1) “Electronic equipment” means any 
equipment which is listed on Schedule A 
and which requires the use of electron 
tubes for its operation. 

(2) “Electronic component” means 
any of the following components of the 
type generally used in electronic equip¬ 
ment: tubes (excluding tungar and rec¬ 
ti gon type rectifiers and x-ray); trans¬ 
formers and reactors (excluding r. f. and 
i. f. coils); capacitors, fixed and variable; 
resistors, fixed and variable; loud speak¬ 
ers; switches; sockets; relays. 

(3) “Producer” means any person to 
the extent engaged in the manufacture 
of electronic equipment or electronic 
components for transfer to another per¬ 
son. 

(4) “Manufacture” means produce, 
fabricate or assemble electronic equip¬ 
ment, or perform any act or operation 
upon electronic equipment so as to mod¬ 
ify or convert it from one to another 
type, use or mode of operation, but shall 
not include acts incidental to the main¬ 
tenance or repair of electronic equip¬ 
ment. 

(5) “Transfer” means sell, lease, trade, 
give, deliver, or physically transfer in 
any way so as thereby to make available 
for the use of a person other than the 
transferor. This does not Include the 
transfer of electronic equipment by one 
person to another person for repair or 
storage nor the return of such equipment 
to the owner (or his agent). 

(c) Restrictions on producers. (1) No 
producer shall manufacture or transfer 
any electronic equipment unless it is pro¬ 
duced under one of the following condi¬ 
tions: 

(1) To fill an order which he has re¬ 
ceived which calls for delivery to or for 
the account of the Army or Navy of the 
United States, the United States Mari¬ 
time Commission, the War Shipping Ad¬ 
ministration, the Veterans’ Administra¬ 
tion, the Panama Canal, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, the Coast Guard, the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero¬ 
nautics, the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development, Defense Supplies Cor¬ 
poration, Metals Reserve Company, or 
any foreign country pursuant to the Act 
of March 11, 1941, entitled “An Act to 
Promote the Defense of the United 
States” (Lend-Lease Act). 

(ii) To fill an order which he has 
received whjph bears a preference rating. 

(iii) On an authorized production 
schedule as defined in CMP Regulation 1. 

(iv) On production authorized under 
the provisions of Priorities Regulation 
25. 

(2) The restriction in paragraph (c) 
(1) does not apply to the transfer of any 
finished item of electronic equipment the 
manufacture of which was completed on 
or before April 24, 1943. 

(d) Applications for spot authoriza¬ 
tion. Applications for permission to 
produce electronic equipment during the 
third and fourth quarters of 1945 under 


Priorities Regulation 25 should be filed 
on Form WPB-4000, if possible, on or be¬ 
fore July 31, 1945, with the WPB field 
office for the district for the plant in 
which the applicant proposes to produce. 
Applicants must give on the WPB-4000 
a description of each type and model of 
the product and the quantity (by quar¬ 
ters) to be produced. In addition, for 
each type and model to be produced, 
they must show in a letter attached to 
the application, the proposed net unit 
factory billing value of the equipment, 
and a statement of the quantity of each 
of the following types of components 
which will be used in the manufacture 
of the equipment: 

(1) Tubes 

(2) Transformers and reactors (excluding 
r. t. and i. f. coils) 

(3) Capacitors, fixed and variable 

(4) Resistors, fixed and variable 

(5) Loud speakers 

(6) Switches 

(7) Sockets 

(8) Relays 

Identifying specifications for each of 
the components must be given. 

If some or all of the components are 
to be obtained from idle and excess in¬ 
ventories of either the applicant or some 
other holder, the applicant must state 
that fact, indicating separately the 
quantities to be obtained from his own 
idle and excess inventory, and the quan¬ 
tities he expects to obtain from idle and 
excess Inventories in the hands of other 
holders. If he expects to obtain the com¬ 
ponents from idle and excess inventories 
in the hands of other holders, the appli¬ 
cant should give the names of such hold¬ 
ers (but the provisions of Priorities 
Regulation 13 must in any event be 
complied with before the components 
can be transferred to him). However, if 
the components are to be obtained from 
the applicant’s own idle and excess in¬ 
ventory, it will not be necessary for him 
to file a separate letter with the War 
Production Board field office as outlined 
in Direction 4 to Priorities Regulation 1 
asking for permission to use the com¬ 
ponents. The War Production Board in 
acting on the WPB-4000 will grant or 
deny permission # to use in the proposed 
production any of the components which 
the applicant reports as available from 
his own inventory. 

(e) Purchase of components from pro¬ 
ducers for replacement or repair uses. 
(1) To insure a ready supply of elec¬ 
tronic components of the types de¬ 
scribed in paragraph (b) (2) for replace¬ 
ment and repair, any person who pur¬ 
chases such components for his own re¬ 
placement or repair purposes within the 
U. S., its territorial possessions or the 
Dominion of Canada or for resale to 
another person for replacement or repair 
within the U. S., its territorial possessions 
or the Dominion of Canada may accom¬ 
pany his order to a producer with a cer¬ 
tification in substantially the following 
form: 

REPLACEMENT OR REPAIR CERTIFICATE 

I hereby certify that the electronic com¬ 
ponents specified on this order will be used 
or resold for replacement and repair use or 
on purchase orders rated AA-3 or higher only. 
The delivery thereof will not increase my 
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inventory of electronic components above the 
level allowed by applicable regulations. 


Signature Date 

The standard certification permitted 
by Priorities Regulation 7 may not be 
used in place of this certification. 

An order bearing the above certifica¬ 
tion and a rating higher than AA-3 shall 
be treated in all respects as a regularly 
rated order under applicable WPB regu¬ 
lations. If an order bears that certifica¬ 
tion without a rating or with a rating 
below AA-2X, the following rules shall 
apply: 

(1) The order shall be treated by a 
producer of electronic components as 
though it were rated AA-3, except that 
the rating may not be extended by the 
producer; 

(ii) Notwithstanding the provisions of 
§ 944.7 of Priorities Regulation 1, in mak¬ 
ing shipments to his customers on such 
certified orders, a producer shall prorate 
his available supply among his customers 
regardless of the sequence in which the 
orders were received, so as to obtain a 
wide and equitable distribution of his 
products. 

(2) No person shall sell electronic com¬ 
ponents obtained with the use of the 
above certification on orders bearing rat¬ 
ings of AA-4 or AA—5 or on unrated 
orders unless he knows or has reason 
to believe that they will be used or resold 
for replacement or repair uses and not 
for new production. However, he shall 
deliver such components except tubes 
marked “MR” on orders rated AA-3 or 
higher, in accordance with Priorities Reg¬ 
ulation 1, regardless of the end use, and 
may extend such ratings to obtain stock 
replacements. 

<f) “MR” tubes —G) Use of the “MR” 
symbol on radio receiving . tubes. All 
radio receiving tubes which are sold 
by producers on the replacement or re¬ 
pair certificate described in the preceding 
paragraph, or which are sold by produc¬ 
ers for delivery outside the U. S., its 
territorial possessions, or the Dominion 
of Canada, shall be marked with the 
symbol “MR” on both the tube and the 
carton. No person shall mark such 
tubes with the symbol “MR” for any 
other purpose unless he is authorized 
or directed to do so by the War Produc¬ 
tion Board. 

(2) Restriction on use or transfer of 
“MR” tubes. No person shall use radio 
receiving tubes which are marked “MR” 
in the manufacture of any equipment 
which involves the use of electron tubes. 
No person shall transfer or accept the 
transfer of such tubes on any rated or¬ 
ders except rated orders for delivery 
outside the U. S. or its territorial pos¬ 
sessions. No producer shall transfer for 
delivery outside the U. S. or its territorial 
possessions in any calendar quarter a 
quantity in excess of fifteen percent of his 
production of “MR” tubes during that 
calendar quarter. 

(g) Applicability of regulations. This 
order and all transactions affected 
thereby are subject to all applicable pro¬ 
visions of the orders and regulations of 
the War Production Board as amended 
from time to time. 
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(h) Appeals . Any appeal from the 
provisions of this order shall be made by 
filing a letter in triplicate, referring to 
the particular provision appealed from 
and stating fully the grounds of the 
appeal. 

ii) Violations. Any person who wil¬ 
fully violates any provision of this order, 
or who in connection with this order, 
wilfully conceals a material fact or fur¬ 
nishes false information to any depart¬ 
ment or agency of the United States, is 
guilty of a crime and upon conviction 
may be punished by fine or imprison¬ 
ment. In addition, any such person may 
be prohibited from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of, or from processing 
or using material under priorities con¬ 
trol and may be deprived of priorities as¬ 
sistance. 

(j) Communications. All reports to 
be filed, appeals and other communica¬ 
tions, concerning this order should be ad¬

CORDAGE FIBER, CORDAGE YARN, CORDAGE, AND 
HEMP FIBER 

§ 3290.221 General Conservation Or¬ 
der M-84 —(a) Restrictions on process¬ 
ing of fiber or yarn into rope and assign¬ 
ment of preference ratings for istle and 
jute yariis. (1) No processor may put 
into process any manila, agave or other 
fiber or any yarn to manufacture rope 
except: 

(1) For an end use allowed in Schedule 
A for rope manufacturecLfrom that fiber 
or yam; or 

<ii) To fill orders placed by or for the 
account of any United States Govern¬ 
ment agency having in effect a plan, ap¬ 
proved by the War Production Board, to 
screen its orders and requisitions for rope 
and to eliminate unnecessary end uses of 
rope manufactured from critical fibers. 
Only the Army, Navy, and Maritime 
Commission now have such approved 
plans in effect. The Army and Navy ap¬ 
proved plans require that orders for their 
account for rope made in whole or in 
part from Manila or agave, shall be ap¬ 
proved by the War Production Board, 
and therefore no processor shall accept 
any such order unless the acceptance is 
approved by the War Production Board 
on application from or on behalf of the 
processor. Application may be made by 
the processor or on his behalf by letter 
or telegram addressed to the War Pro¬ 
duction Board, Cordage Branch, Wash¬ 
ington 25, D. C.. stating government con¬ 
tract and item number, quantity and 
kind of fiber required, and the size of 
the rope to be made. The War Produc¬ 
tion Board will consult with the Service 
or agency involved and approve appli¬ 
cations if the proposed end use of the 
rope, in view of current supplies, justifies 
the use of the fiber. 

(2) No processor may in any calendar 
quarter put into process for the manu¬ 
facture of rope more manila and agave 
fiber than the following percentages of 
his basic monthly poundages: 

(I) Manila.... 83.25% 

(II) Agave_ 614% 

Use of "extenders” shall not be charged 
against the permitted quantity of agave. 
Specific directions may be issued to ex¬ 
ceed the above percentages of either 
fiber, to permit increased deliveries to 
particular claimant agencies. If a proc¬ 


essor is permitted to exceed his quota of 
either fiber, he may be required to accept 
a corresponding decrease in his quota 
of the other fiber. 

(3) Processors are assigned a prefer¬ 
ence rating of AA-1 to get istle and jute 
yarns for processing into rope. 

(b) Restrictions on processing of fiber 
or yarn into other products. (1) No 
processor may put into process any 
manila, agave or other cordage fiber or 
yarn containing cordage fiber to manu¬ 
facture any product (other than rope as 
permitted in paragraph (a)) except: 

(1) Twine, as specified in Schedule B; 

(ii) [Deleted Apr. 12. 1945.] 

(iii) Other products to the extent and 
for the purposes allowed by Conservation 
Order M-70 in the case of jute, and Con¬ 
servation Order M-312 in the case of coir 
yarn, or as specifically authorized or di¬ 
rected in writing by the War Production 
Board. Moreover, the use of agave 
(other than cantala or sisalana, from 
Java, Africa, Haiti or Madagascar) may 
be authorized from time to time for bind¬ 
er or baler twine. 

(2) Manufacturers of w ire ro pe are as¬ 
sig ned a preference rating of AA-1 to 
obtain jute wire rope centers for the pro- 
daction of wire ropes. 

(c7 Further restrictions on processing. 
(1) The War Production Board may is¬ 
sue specific directions to processors who 
have received cordage fiber, hemp as de¬ 
fined in paragraph (1) (15) or yarn by al¬ 
location under this order or any other 
War Production Board order or by deliv¬ 
ery frofn any United States Government 
agency, as to the purpose and kind of 
product for which the fiber or yarn may 
be processed and as to the extension of 
more critical fibers by mixture with less 
critical ones (i. e. use of "extenders”) in 
the manufacture of any product. 

The War Production Board may from 
time to time issue specific instructions 
regarding the percentage of extender to 
be used in the manufacture of agave 
sisalana rope. 

(2) Beginning July 1, 1944 no proc¬ 
essor shall make agave sisalana rope 
which does not contain American hemp 
line as an extender with the following 
exceptions: 

(1) Rope in sizes under in di¬ 
ameter. 

(ii) Wire rope centers. 

(iii) Drilling cables. , 

(iv) Purse lines. 

(v) Power transmission rope di¬ 
ameter and larger). 

Any processor may, however, elect at 
his own option to include American hemp 
line fiber as an extender in the manufac¬ 
ture of any of the rope products listed 
in paragraph (c), (2) (i), (ii), (iii), (iv), 
(v), above. 

(d) Restrictions on delivery of rope 
and twine . (1) No processor or dealer 

may sell, deliver, or accept delivery of 
new rope or new twine, produced in the 
United States in whole or in part from 
any cordage fiber or cordage yarn, except 
for the end uses for which the product 
may, under this order, be manufactured. 

(2) No person may sell or deliver 
new binder or new baler twine if he 
knows or has reason to believe that: 


(1) The binder twine will not be used 
with mechanical harvesting equipment, 
or in the growing, harvesting or deliver¬ 
ing of agricultural crops, or that the 
binder twine will be converted into rope 
or any other product. 

(ii) The baler twine will not be used 
in a self-tying machine for baling hay, 
straw or other fodder crops. 

(3» No person may use new binder or 
new baler twine to manufacture rope for 
sale. 

f 4) N o processor oi^dea!erjnay_sell or 
d elive r to an owner, operator or a gent 
of a vessel any mani l a or agave rope 

processed from liber which he knows or 
has re ason to be lieve was allocated tothe 
War Shipping Administration, except t o 
fill purchase orders or e mergency stock 
withdrawal cert i ficat es approved in writ¬ 
ing by the Wa r Ship ping Administration. 

(e) Allocation of non-military cordage. 
(1) The War Production Board may, in 
accordance with Program Determina¬ 
tions. state the quantity of manila, agave 
(sisal) and other cordage fibers which 
each processor must, out of his produc¬ 
tion during stated periods, process into 
cordage, as allowed by Schedules A and 
B, to be delivered or set aside for delivery 
only to fill non-military orders and only 
to the extent specified for particular non¬ 
military uses. From that quantity, the 
processor may not fill any other orders, 
except orders rated AAA. When that 
cordage is sold by the processor, he must 
inform the buyer of the particular non¬ 
military use for which it must be used. 
The buyer may use or sell that cordage 
only for the specified non-military use 
or an AAA order. 

(2) The War Production Board may is¬ 
sue directions to processors and dealers 
for the establishment of emergency 
stocks of rope for maritime use, and for 
withdrawals from and replenishments of 
such emergency stocks, and for produc¬ 
tion for that purpose. 

(f) Allocation of fiber and yarn. No 
processor shall make or accept delivery 
of any cordage fiber, hemp as defined in 
paragraph (1) (15) or cordage yarn con¬ 
trary to directions which from time to 
time the War Production Board may is¬ 
sue. The War Production Board may 
from time to time allocate to processors 
the available supplies of cordage fiber, 
hemp as defined in paragraph (1) (15) 
and cordage yarns, and specifically direct 
the time, manner, and quantities in 
which deliveries to processors shall be 
made or withheld. 

(g) End use information. No person 
may sell or deliver any product con¬ 
trolled by this order to any person who 
he knows or has reason to believe will 
use the product in a manner which this 
order does not permit. He should satis¬ 
fy himself as to this in some reasonable 
manner before delivering. He may. but 
need not, require a statement in writing 
showing the specific purpose or use for 
which the item is ordered. 

(h) Restrictions on the use of dam¬ 
aged material. Any processor or dealer 
who has in his possession damaged or 
defective cordage fiber, hemp as defined 
in paragraph (1) (15), cordage yarn or 
cordage may report by letter the extent 
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of the damage and state to the War Pro¬ 
duction Board the percentage not suitable 
for the manufacture of products or for 
use permitted by this order. He may 
then upon receipt of acknowledgment, 
without objection from the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, use or dispose of any por¬ 
tion unsuitable for the manufacture of 
products permitted by this order, free 
from its restrictions. 1 

(i) Inventory restrictions. In addi¬ 
tion to the restrictions on inventory con¬ 
tained in Priorities Regulation 1 
(§ 944.14), no processor may accept de¬ 
livery of any istle or jute yarn or rove 
which will increase his inventory of istle 
or jute yam or rove beyond an amount 
which, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, will be used by him in the next 
sixty days. 

(j) Reports. Processors of manila and 
agave fiber shall report monthly, sup¬ 
plying the information required on Form 
WPB 2901 (formerly PD-128). Process¬ 
ors of all other cordage fibers shall report 
their sales monthly on Form WPB 2901 
(formerly PD-128). Processors of all 
cordage fibers other than manila and 
agave shall report monthly, supplying the 
information required on Form WPB 914 
(formerly PD-469). 1 

(k) Imports. The importation of 
cordage fibers, cordage yarns and cord¬ 
age shall be made in conformity with the 
provisions of General Imports Order M- 
63, as amended from time to time. 

(l) Definitions. In this order: 

(1) “Cordage fiber” means manila, 
agave, jute and istle as defined in (2) to 
(5) below, when spinnable over ma¬ 
chinery, and coir as defined in (6) below. 

(2) “Manila*' means fiber which is 
commonly known in the trade by this 
term and also known as abaca or Manila 
hemp, wherever grown (either stripped 
or decorticated), but does not mean the 
fiber grades of T2 and T3, O or Y, or 
equivalent, as established by the Insular 
Government of the Philippine Islands, 
processor's mill waste or bagasse. 

(3) “Agave” means fiber of the species 
of agave sisalana, agave fourcroydes, and 
agave cantala, of all grades and qualities 
including tow and fiber under 20" in 
length, commonly known in the trade as 
sisal, henequen, cantala, and maguey, 
and sometimes preceded by an adjective 
designating the country or district of 
origin, but does not include processor's 
mill waste or bagasse. 

(4) “Jute” means jute fiber, meshta, 
urena lobata (commonly called congo 
jute), and punga, but does not include 
processor's mill waste or butts of any 
type. 

(5) “Istle” means istle fiber, including 
but not limited to the types or grades 
commonly known as palma and pita 
F. A. Q., but does not include processor’s 
mill waste. 

(6) “Coir” means the fiber obtained 
from the fibrous shell of the coconut, and 
single or plied yarn or roving, twisted or 
spun, by hand or by machine, from coir 
fiber. 


1 These reporting requirements have been 
approved by the Bureau of the Budget Iq 
accordance with the Federal Reports Act of 
1942. 


(7) “Rope” means any rope or cable , 
treated or untreated, composed of three 
or more strands containing any corda ge 
fiber, each strand composed of two or 
more yams, but does not Include strings 
And twine s of w h ateve r construction 
wh ich are commonly used for t ying, s ew¬ 
ing , baling or other commercial packag¬ 
ing use . 

< 8) “Twine” mea ns an y sing le or plied 
yarn or roving, including marlin, con¬ 
taining any cordage fiber, for use as a 
tying material, for sewing or for any 
similar pur pose, but does not Incl u de any 

product falling within the definitions of 
“rope", “binder twine” or “baler tw ine.” 

(9) “Binder twine” means a single 
yarn twine usually containing agave, but 
sometimes containing manila, istle, jute, 
coir, hemp, cotton or paper, suitable for 
use in a harvesting machine and of the 
type customarily heretofore manufac¬ 
tured. It is put up in balls of approxi¬ 
mately five to eight pounds, packed six to 
ten to the bale. It measures five hun¬ 
dred feet to the pound with a plus or 
minus tolerance of five per cent, and 
contains a lubricant of at least ten per 
cent of the weight of the twine and an in¬ 
sect repellant. It is also known as bind¬ 
ing twine. 

(10) “Baler twine” means a single 
yarn usually made of agave fiber and 
used in a self-tying machine for baling 
hay, straw or other fodder crops. 

(11) “Basic monthly poundage” of 
manila fiber with respect to any proc¬ 
essor shall be the average number of 
pounds per month of manila cordage sold 
by such processor during the period Jan¬ 
uary 1 through December 31, 1939. 
Where this order specifies a percentage 
of the basic monthly poundage to be 
processed, sold or delivered during any 
period, any processor keeping his books 
on a weekly basis shall apply the said 
percentage to the weekly periods most 
nearly approximating the period speci¬ 
fied. 

(12) “Basic monthly poundage” of 
agave fiber with respect to any processor 
for any month shall be the average num¬ 
ber of pounds per month of both manila 
and agave cordage sold by such processor 
during the period from January 1, 1939, 
to December 31, 1941, minus 37 per cent 
of such person’s manila fiber basic 
monthly poundage calculated as pre¬ 
scribed in paragraph (1) (11): Provided , 
That any processor keeping his books on 
a weekly basis may calculate his basic 
monthly poundage from the fifty-two 
week period of the 1939 calendar year 
and adjust any other calculations or 
quota under this order. 

(13) “Processor” means any person 
(other than a United States Government 
agency) who spins, weaves, or twists, or 
otherwise uses any cordage fiber or cord¬ 
age yarn in the production of rope, twine, 
or any other product. 

(14) “Non-military” means general 
industrial, farm, oil-field and fishing 
uses. It also includes cores and centers 
for wire rope, regardless of their ultimate 
use. The term does not include pur¬ 


chases for direct or ultimate delivery to, 
or for incorporation into any material 
for direct or ultimate delivery to the 
United States Army, Navy, Maritime 
Commission or War Shipping Adminis¬ 
tration, or orders for commercial marine 
uses (including harbor or river tugs, 
ferries or barges, or stevedoring or in¬ 
land waterway operation). 

(15) “Hemp” means true hemp fiber, 
line or tow, of the species cannabis sa¬ 
liva, owned by or acquired from the 
stockpile held by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 

(m) Appeals. Any appeal from the 
provisions of this order should be made 
by filing a letter in triplicate, referring 
to the particular provision appealed 
from and stating fully the grounds of the 
appeal. 

(n) Applicability of regulations. Ex¬ 
cept as specifically otherwise provided 
this order and all transactions affected 
thereby are subject to all applicable pro¬ 
visions of the regulations of the War 
Production Board as amended from time 
to time. 

(o) Violations. Any person who wil¬ 
fully violates any provision of this order, 
or who in connection with this order wil¬ 
fully conceals a material fact or fur¬ 
nishes false information to any depart¬ 
ment or agency of the United States is 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
may be punished by fine or imprison¬ 
ment. In addition, any such person may 
be prohibited from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of, or from processing 
or using material under priority control 
and may be deprived of priorities assist¬ 
ance by the War Production Board. 

(p) Communications. All reports re¬ 
quired to be filed hereunder, and all com¬ 
munications concerning this order, shall, 
unless otherwise directed, be addressed 
to the Textile, Clothing & Leather Bu¬ 
reau, War Production Board, Washing¬ 
ton 25, D. C., Ref.: M-84.

(a) The following shall be the standards in 
cutting military quality outersoles, midsoles 
and innersoles (as defined in Order M-310) 
from crops, backs, bends and bend strips 
from manufacturers’ leather: 

(1) The average yield from the cutting of 
crops, backs, bends or bend strips of 8 iron 
and up during each calendar month shall be 
the following: from each crop or back, a 
total of 7 pairs of outersoles, midsoles and 
Innersoles, including 2% pairs of innersoles, 
and ^ pair of outersoles^ and from each bend 


or each 10 pounds of bend strips, a to tal of 
4 Va pairs of outersoles and midso les7 includ- 
ing ^ pair of outersoles. 

~~(2f The average yield from the cutting of 
crops, backs, bends or bend strips, under 8 
iron, during each calendar month, shall be 
the following: from each crop or back, a total 
of 7Va pairs of midsoles and innersoles, in¬ 
cluding 5 V 2 pairs of innersoles; and from each 
bend or from each 10 pounds of bend strips, 
a total of 5 pairs of midsoles and Innersoles, 
Including 3 pairs of Innersoles.

(e) Any military quality outersoles, mid¬ 
soles or innersoles produced in excess of the 
quantities required by the foregoing stand¬ 
ards may be sold, delivered or used on civilian 
orders. Nothing in this direction requires 
the cutting of more military quality outer¬ 
soles, mldsoies and Innersoles than the quan¬ 
tities set forth In the foregoing standards. 
Cutters are required, however, to produce the 
maximum possible quantity of military qual¬ 
ity innersoles from bellies, shoulders and 
shanks. 

(f) No footwear manufacturer is permitted 
to use for any purpose In any civilian foot¬ 
wear any soles on the ground that they are 
not suitable as military quality innersoles if 
they can be made suitable by treating or 
currying with a material not injurious to the 
foot. For example: If an innersole is of 
proper thickness, substance and selection to 
be used as a military Innersole but is too 
firm or tight fiber for this purpose, it must 
be treated or curried if this will make it 
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suitable for military purposes, and It cannot 
be used In civilian shoes.

$ 3290.120f Schedule F to Order M- 
328B —(a) Explanation. This schedule 
states the special rules in addition to 
those set forth in Order M-328B for 
manufacturers of work gloves to get an 
AA-2x preference rating for fabric to 
make the items listed in this schedule. 

(b) Definitions . For the purpose of 
this schedule; 

(1) “Work gloves” means any gloves 
or mittens of the types and meeting the 
specifications listed in Schedules A and 
B of Order M-375 and designed for wear 
by men, women or children while en¬ 
gaged in their occupations, and custo¬ 
marily sold as work gloves. 

(2) “Base period” means the third 
calendar quarter of 1943. 

(c) Special requirements for priorities 
assistance. (1) Three copies of Form 
WPB-3732 (Revised) should be filed in 
accordance with the rules stated in para¬ 
graph (c) of Order M-328B, except that 
for the third quarter of 1945 the applica¬ 
tions must be postmarked by August 11, 
1945. 

(2) A base period manufacturer who 
files Form WPB-3732 (Revised) for the 
third calendar quarter of 1945 by August 
11, 1945 , may, as soon as he files his ap¬ 
plication, apply an AA-2x rating for the 
purchase of fabric for delivery in that 
quarter for incorporation into the items 
for which application is made. He may 
do so however only for an item he made 
in the base period, and the yardage for 
which he applies this rating, plus any 
yardage for which he has applied ratings 
for delivery in the third quarter of 1945 
under Order M-317A as amended May 
10. 1945, and Direction 16 to Order M- 
317, may not exceed 70 percent of the 
yardage of material used in the manu¬ 
facture of work gloves during the first 
quarter of 1945. In addition, all fabric 
purchased under this paragraph and un¬ 


der the provisions of M-317A and Direc¬ 
tion 16 to M-317 shall be deducted by 
the manufacturer from the total quan¬ 
tity for which priorities assistance is 
ultimately granted on Form WPB-3732 
(Revised). If the applicant does not ul¬ 
timately receive a grant of the entire 
quantity thus rated, he shall upon noti¬ 
fication of his grant by the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, immediately cancel orders 
for any undelivered quantities which are 
in excess of his grant. 

(3) Manufacturers who did not make 
in the base period an item applied for on 
Form WPB-3732 (Revised) may not use 
any preference ratings assigned under 
this schedule for that item until the War 
Production Board has assigned them a 
rated quota on that form. 

(d) Certain ratings extendible to get 
yarn. Producers who deliver knit wrist 
tubing, knit jersey material 8 oz. or 
heavier or knit lining for work gloves on 
orders bearing ratings assigned under 
this schedule may extend those ratings 
to get yarn in the manner explained in 
Priorities Regulation 3 and Order M-328. 

(e) Priorities assistance for compo- 
nent parts. Persons applying for pri¬ 
orities assistance under this schedule 
may apply for sewing thread, over¬ 
edging yarn No. 10, (2-ply), and twine, 
(10-ply), cotton in quantities needed for 
incorporation into the number of units 
for which priorities assistance is request¬ 
ed. Applications shall be made on Form 
WPB-2842 filed with the Textile, Cloth¬ 
ing and Leather Bureau, War Production 
Board, Washington 25.

Schedule 35 (Urea and Melamine Alde¬ 
hyde Molding Compound) (Revoked July 
26, 1945) under Order M-300, as now or 
hereafter amended; or any product made 
from urea or melamine aldehyde resin, 
such as plywood, paper, laminates, tex¬ 
tiles, leather, sand cores, or protective 
coatings (other than resins sold by sup¬ 
pliers to protective coating manufactur¬ 
ers for use in the formulation of protec¬ 
tive coatings).

cumulate inventory be certified as a 
preferred order. 

(2) Even in cases where an order to 
replace inventory might be certified as a 
preferred order under paragraph (c) (1) 
above, no person may so certify an order, 
if the receipt of the quantity ordered 
would result in his having an inventory 
of the subject chemical, whether or not 
acquired in part by uncertified orders, in 
excess of an amount sufficient to meet 
deliveries on orders for purposes pre¬ 
ferred under paragraph (a) (2) which 
he has accepted for delivery during the 
succeeding 60 day period (unless a dif¬ 
ferent period is indicated in List 1). 


This paragraph prohibits the use of cer¬ 
tified preferred orders for inventory ex¬ 
cept as specified above. It does not re¬ 
strict the amount of inventory which a 
person may accumulate by uncertified 
orders, but if a person accumulates by 
uncertified orders or otherwise an in¬ 
ventory in excess of that specified he is 
prohibited from using certified preferred 
orders to replace withdrawals from in¬ 
ventory. even though the withdrawals 
were made for preferred purposes, until 
his inventory has been reduced to the 
specified amount.

(If applicant has 
branch warehouses and desires to qualify 
these branches as “primary wholesalers” 
then separate applications must be submit¬ 
ted for each branch.) 

2. The total number of cases of ^each brand 
of domestic malt beverages which applicant 
sold to all classes of purchasers dining the 
calendar year 1944. 

3. The total number of cases of each brand 
of domestic malt beverages which applicant 
sold to other wholesalers during the calendar 
year 1944. 

4. The name and address of each whole¬ 
saler to whom he sold during the calendar 
year 1944 and the number of cases of each 
brand sold to each wholesaler in 1944. 

5. The names and addresses of the whole¬ 
salers to whom he proposes to sell as a “pri¬ 
mary wholesaler” and the brands he intends 
to sell to each of them. 

6. Any other pertinent information appli¬ 
cant desires to submit: 

Regional Administrators are hereby 
authorized to grant authority by order to 
applicants to price their sales as primary 
wholesalers.

EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN COMMODITIES AND 

TRANSACTIONS FROM PRICE CONTROL 

Pursuant to the authority vested in 
me by the Act of October 2. 1942, en¬ 
titled “An Act to Amend the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, to Aid in Pre¬ 
venting Inflation, and for Other Pur¬ 
poses”, and by Executive Order No. 9280 
of October 3. 1942. and Executive Order 
No. 9328 of April 8, 1943, It is ordered: 

Section 1. The Price Administrator is 
authorized to suspend price control with 
respect to any commodity, upon such 
terms and conditions as he deems appro¬ 
priate, whenever in his judgment such 
action will not result in an increase in 
prices above the general level of existing 
ceilings for the commodity. If after 
such suspension, prices for the commod¬ 
ity rise or threaten to rise above the level 
of preexisting ceilings, the suspension 
shall be terminated and such ceilings re¬ 
instated. If after a reasonable period 
of suspension, prices for the commodity 
do not rise or threaten to rise and the 
Price Administrator is satisfied that they 
will not do so, he may exempt the com¬ 
modity from price control. Any pro¬ 
posed action by the Price Administrator 
under this section suspending or exempt¬ 
ing a commodity which enters signifi¬ 
cantly into the cost of living shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the Director of Economic Sta¬ 
bilization five days in advance of issu¬ 
ance in order that the Director may ex¬ 


amine the relationship of the proposed 
action to other elements in the stabiliza¬ 
tion program; such action may be issued 
by the Price Administrator upon expira¬ 
tion of the five day period unless pre¬ 
viously disapproved by the Director. 

Sec. 2. The Price Administrator is au¬ 
thorized to suspend price control with 
respect to any commodity or transac¬ 
tion, or in his discretion to exempt the 
commodity or transaction from price 
control, in the following classes of cases 
not falling within section 1 of this di¬ 
rective : 

(a) In the case of any commodity if 
in the judgment of the Price Adminis¬ 
trator : 

(1) The commodity does not enter 
significantly into the cost of living or 
into business costs; and 

(2) Control of the commodity involves 
administrative difficulties^ which are dis¬ 
proportionate in relation to the effec¬ 
tiveness of the control or the contribu¬ 
tion to stabilization; and 

(3) Suspension of control with respect 
to the commodity, or exemption from 
control, presents no threat of diversion 
of materials, facilities or manpower 
from w T ar production or any substantial 
diversion from the production of other 
commodities, and does not impair ef¬ 
fective price control with respect to other 
commodities; or 

(b) In the case of any special type of 
transaction if in the judgment of the 
Price Administrator the sales involved 
are in the aggregate insignificant in the 
economy and their control involves ad¬ 
ministrative difficulties which are dispro¬ 
portionate in relation to the effective¬ 
ness of the control or the contribution to 
stabilization. 

Sec. 3. The Price Administrator may 
recommend to the Economic Stabiliza¬ 
tion Director the suspension of price con¬ 
trol with respect to any commodity or 
transaction, or the exemption of a com¬ 
modity or transaction from price control, 
in any specific case, not falling within 
section 1 or section 2 of this directive, 
in which in his judgment such action is 
not inconsistent with the purposes of the 
stabilization laws. 

Sec. 4. Nothing in this directive shall 
be construed to impair the authority of 
the Price Administrator to reduce ceil¬ 
ing prices for any commodity or trans¬ 
action in any case in which, prior to the 
issuance of this directive, such action 
was authorized by the stabilization laws 
and the executive orders issued there¬ 
under. Nothing in this directive shall 
be construed to dispense with the re¬ 
quirement of approval by the Secretary 
of Agriculture in any case in which such 
approval is required by law.

July 25, 1945.

Nos. 1492 and 1493. supplements thereto 
or reissues thereof, destined to points in 
the States of Montana, Wyoming, Col¬ 
orado, New Mexico, and States west 
thereof, also El Paso, Texas, or 

(ii) Westbound shipments in carloads 
originating at points in the State of Utah 
and destined to points in the States of 
California or Nevada, shall. when freight 
to be transported is suitable and facilities 
are suitable for loading in RS type re¬ 
frigerator cars and when such refrigera¬ 
tor cars are reasonably available, furnish 
and transport not more than three (3) 
of those refrigerator cars in lieu of each 
box car ordered, subject to the carload 
minimum weight which would have ap¬ 
plied if the shipment had been loaded 
in a box car.

MINIMUM LOADING OF CARLOAD TRANSFER 
FREIGHT REQUIRED 

At a session of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission, Division 3, held at its 
office in Washington, D. C., on the 24th 
day of July, A. D. 1945. 

It appearing, that the railroads are 
engaging in the practice of lightly load¬ 
ing refrigerator and other freight cars 
with through carload freight at transfer 
points in Western States; that such prac¬ 
tice is wasteful and aggravates the car 
shortage, depleting and diminishing the 
use, control, supply, distribution and 
interchange of such cars which are 
urgently needed for the movement of 
essential military freight; the Commis¬ 


sion is of the opinion an emergency re¬ 
quiring immediate action exists in the 
western section of the country; it is 
ordered, that: 

(a) Minimum loading at transfer 
points. No common carrier by railroad, 
subject to the Interstate Commerce Act, 
at Waynoka, Oklahoma, Cheyenne, Wyo¬ 
ming, Billings, Harlowton and Havre, 
Montana, or at any other transfer point 
west of the Mississippi River, shall trans¬ 
fer westbound carload freight to an out¬ 
bound car in quantities less than 7,500 
pounds for each refrigerator car and 
20,000 pounds for each box car or any 
other type of freight car. In the event 
such car or cars are loaded with less 
than the minima herein provided, they 
shall not be transported. 

(b) Application. The provisions of 
this order shall apply to interstate and 
foreign traffic transferred on and after 
the effective date hereof. 

(c) Effective date. This order shall 
become effective at 12:01 a. m., July 28, 
1945. 

(d) Expiration date. This order shall 
expire at 11:59 p. m., January 10, 1946. 
unless otherwise modified, changed, sus¬ 
pended, or annulled by order of the 
Commission.

CONVERSION FOR ASSESSMENT OF DUTIES ON 
MERCHANDISE IMPORTED INTO UNITED 
STATES 

July 24, 1945. 

Reference is made to instructions pub¬ 
lished in T. D. 48467 of August 8, 1936, 
T. D. 48553 of October 5, 1936, and T. D. 
49893 of June 19, 1939, regarding the 
assessment of duties in cases involving 
the conversion of Brazilian milreis, now 
known as cruzeiros. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York certified two rates for the Bra¬ 
zilian milreis, one designated the “offi¬ 
cial” rate and the other the “free” rate, 
during the period beginning August 3, 
1936, and ending November 18, 1937. 


1945 

Available information indicates that the 
dual-rate certifications were the result of 
a Brazilian Government decree of Feb¬ 
ruary 11, 1935, providing that merchan¬ 
dise for export from Brazil must yield 
foreign exchange to the Brazilian Gov¬ 
ernment which, in the case of exports to 
the United States, meant payment in 
United States dollars. Under the decree 
a portion of the foreign exchange (U. S. 
dollars) derived from the sale of certain 
classes of merchandise for export was 
required to be sold to the Bank of Bra¬ 
zil at the official rate of exchange while 
the remaining portion was to be sold at 
the free rate through banks authorized 
to deal in foreign exchange. It is under¬ 
stood that for exports of certain mer¬ 
chandise during this period 35% of the 
foreign exchange (U. S. dollars) was re¬ 
quired to be .sold at the official rate and 
65% at the free rate. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York has also certified two rates for the 
Brazilian milreis or cruzeiro from April 
10, 1939, to date. These rates are desig¬ 
nated as “official” and “free.” Available 
information discloses that the dual-rate 
certifications during this period have re¬ 
sulted from Brazilian decree No. 1201 of 
April 8, 1939. Under this decree, by 
which the requirement was continued 
that merchandise for export from Brazil 
yield foreign exchange to the Govern¬ 
ment, a portion of the foreign exchange 
(U. S. dollars in the case of exports to 
the United States) derived from exports 
is to be sold to the Bank of Brazil at 
the official rate and the remainder at the 
free rate, through banks authorized to 
deal in foreign exchange in Brazil. 

It is understood that for export of 
certain classes of merchandise during 
this period the requirements have been 
that 30% of the foreign exchange (U. S. 
dollars) be sold at the official rate and 
the balance of 70% at the free rate. 

Apparently, during both periods there 
were exceptions from the requirements 
noted. It is understood that in the case 
of certain merchandise all the exchange 
was sold at the official rate, or all was 
sold at the official rate, or all was sold 
at the free rate, and in other instances 
the percentages of the exchange to be 
sold at the different rates varied de¬ 
pending on the class of merchandise 
to be exported. 

In the case of any importation in 
which liquidation has been suspended 
under the Treasury decisions cited above 
or in which appraisement has been with¬ 
held pursuant to Departmental or Bu¬ 
reau instructions pending determination 
of the proper rate for conversion of the 
Brazilian cruzeiro, the appraiser and col¬ 
lector shall proceed, respectively, with 
the appraisement and liquidation ac¬ 
cording to the following procedure, pro¬ 
vided the requirements outlined below 
are complied with: 

1. No rate of exchange shall be used 
for customs currency conversion pur¬ 
poses except a rate or rates certified by 
the Federal Reserve Bank for the date 
of exportation of the merchandise, un¬ 
less there is a proclaimed rate for that 
date which varies by less than 5 per 
centum from one or both of the rates 
certified by the Federal Reserve Bank 
for that date, in which event the case 
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shall be referred to the Commissioner 
of Customs. 

2. Where it is established to the satis¬ 
faction of the appropriate customs offi¬ 
cer, either from information in his own 
files, information obtained by him from 
outside sources, or information obtained 
and presented to him by the importer, 
that a specified percentage of the for¬ 
eign exchange <U. S. dollars) derived 
from the sale and exportation of the 
particular merchandise was sold at the 
official rate and the balance at the free 
rate, and that the sale of such exchange 
at those corresponding rates and in those 
percentages was permissible or required 
under Brazilian law, then the official 
rate for the date of exportation shall 
be used for customs currency conversion 
purposes for the percentage of the ex¬ 
change (U. S. dollars) actually sold at 
an official rate and the free rate for the 
date of exportation shall be used for the 
remaining percentage. 

3. Where it is satisfactorily established, 
as provided in item 2, that all foreign 
exchange <U. S. dollars) derived from 
the sale and exportation of particular 
merchandise was sold at a free rate, or 
at an official rate, and that the rate used 
was required or permissible under Brazil¬ 
ian law, the corresponding rate for the 
date of exportation shall be applied for 
currency conversion purposes. 

4. Where the exchange (U. S. dollars) 
obtained in payment for the merchandise 
and the exchange obtained in payment 
for dutiable costs, charges, or expenses 
incident to making the merchandise 
ready for shipment have been sold at 
different rates or different percentages 
have been sold at the free and official 
rates, the currency conversions for the 
exchange covering payment for the mer¬ 
chandise and the exchange covering such 
costs, charges, or expenses shall be sep¬ 
arately calculated according to the rules 
stated above in items 1, 2, and 3. 

5. For purposes of appraisement, when 
there are both a foreign and an export 
value, the appraiser shall apply the ap¬ 
propriate rate or rates to the value ex¬ 
pressed in dollars in order to obtain a 
corresponding value expressed in cruzei¬ 
ros for the purpose of comparing the ex¬ 
port value with the foreign value. 

Where information regarding Brazil¬ 
ian currency conversion practices, nec¬ 
essary to comply with the instructions 
contained herein, is not available locally 
at a port other than New York, the ap¬ 
praiser or collector shall request the 
Customs Information Exchange, 201 Var- 
ick Street, New York 14, New York, to 
endeavor to obtain the information. 

When appraisement or liquidation has 
been completed in as many cases as pos¬ 
sible under the rules outlined above, the 
appraiser or collector shall furnish the 
Bureau with a detailed report regarding 
any cases in which Brazilian currency 
conversion questions remain to be dis¬ 
posed of. The reports shall furnish the 
Bureau with all information pertinent to 
those cases which may have been ob¬ 
tained regarding the Brazilian currency 
laws and regulations. 

Since only the “official” rate has been 
published by the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury during the periods of dual-rate cer¬ 
tification by the Federal Reserve Bank 


of New York, the “free” rate for the 
date of export, in each case, shall be 
requested from the Customs’ Informa¬ 
tion Exchange. Following the issuance 
of these instructions both the “official” 
and “free” rates for the Brazilian cru¬ 
zeiro, as certified by the Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank, will be published in the 
weekly pamphlets and bound volumes 
of the Treasury Decisions. 

In the case of merchandise exported 
from Brazil to the United States on or 
after the date of these instructions, in 
respect of which conversion of currency 
is required for customs purposes, ap¬ 
praisers of merchandise and collectors 
of customs shall withhold appraisement 
and suspend liquidation, under the pro¬ 
visions of the Treasury Decisions and 
other instructions referred to herein, 
only in instances where appraisement 
and liquidation cannot be accomplished 
in accordance with these instructions. 

The deposit of estimated duties shall 
be required on the basis of the official 
rate of exchange as certified for the date 
of exportation.

Section 1 . Purpose of order. Order 
No. G-l under General Order 50 issued 
by the District Director of the Savannah 
(Georgia) District Office of the Office of 
Price Administration on the 10th day of 
June 1944, was issued for the purpose of 
establishing specific maximum prices for 
malt and cereal beverages, including 
those commonly known as ale, beer and 
near-beer, either in containers or on 
draught when sold or offered for sale at 
retail by any eating or drinking estab¬ 
lishment. either for consumption on the 
premises or when carried away. Order 
No. G-l under General Order 50 is re¬ 


designated Revised Order No. G-l under 
General Order 50 and is revised and 
amended as herein set forth and issued 
for the same purpose, except that specific 
maximum prices are established only for 
on-premises sales, and for the further 
purpose of clarifying and strengthening 
the order. Maximum prices for off- 
premise sales of domestic malt bever¬ 
ages are subject to the provisions of Re¬ 
vised Maximum Price Regulation 259. 

Sec. 2. Geographical applicability. 
The^provisions of this order extend to all 
eating and drinking places or establish¬ 
ments located within the limits of the 
followlhg named counties of the State of 
Georgia:

Sec. 3. Ceiling prices, (a) On and 
after June 15, 1944, if you operate an 
eating or drinking establishment, you 
may not sell or offer for sale any beverage 
subject to this order at prices higher 
than the applicable ceiling prices listed 
in the appendices hereof. You may, of 
course, charge lower prices at any time. 

(b) If you sell any beverage subject to 
this order which is not specifically listed 
herein, and if you believe that the maxi¬ 
mum price specified herein for such bev¬ 
erage is not appropriate to such bever¬ 
age, you may make application to the 
Savannah (Georgia) District Office of 
the Office of Price Administration re¬ 
questing that such beverage be specifi¬ 
cally included in the appendices hereof. 
With or without such application, the 
Savannah (Georgia) District Office of 
the Office of Price Administration may, 
at any time, and from time to time, add 
new or unlisted beverages, brands, types 
or sizes together with maximum prices 
for same to the lists set forth in the 
appendices thereof. 

(c) You may not add any taxes to 
your ceiling prices set forth in the ap¬ 
pendices hereof except those specifically 
provided therein, as all other taxes were 
taken into consideration in establishing 
the ceiling prices for each group of 
sellers. 

Sec. 4. How to figure ceiling prices. 
(a) This order divides eating and drink¬ 
ing establishments into three different 
groups and gives each group a different 
ceiling price. The group to which you 
belong depends on your legal ceiling 
prices in effect during the base period of 
April 4-10, 1943. You must figure the 
group to which you belong on the basis of 
your correct legal ceiling prices for that 
period. 

(b) The group to which you belong de¬ 
fends on your legal ceiling prices for the 
beverages subject to this order in effect 
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during the base period of April 4-10, 
1943. If your legal ceiling prices for 
various brands and types of beverages 
subject to this order vary so that your 
ceiling prices on some, brands or types 
seem to place you in one particular group 
and ceiling prices on others seem to 
classify you into a different group, you 
must classify yourself into the particular 
group representative of the prices at 
which the greater number of your sales 
were made. For the purpose of deter¬ 
mining your classification as herein pro¬ 
vided, no consideration may be given to 
sales of beverages listed in appendices 
other than Appendix A hereof. You 
must figure the group to which you be¬ 
long as follows: 

(1) Group 1 B. Your establishment 
belongs to Group 1 B if, during the base 
period of April 4-10, 1943, your legally 
established ceiling prices for beverages 
subject to this order were the same as, or 
more than, the prices listed in Appendix 
A hereof for Group 1 B establishments. 

(2) Group 2 B. Your establishment 
belongs to Group 2 B if, during the base 
period of April 4-10,1943, your legally es¬ 
tablished ceiling prices for beverages sub¬ 
ject to this order were the same as, or 
more than, the prices listed in Appendix 
A hereof for Group 2 B establishments, 
but were less than those provided in Ap¬ 
pendix A for Group 1 B establishments. 

(3) Group 3 B. Your establishment 
belongs to Group 3 B if, during the base 
period of April 4-10, 1943, your legally 
established ceiling prices for beverages 
subject to tills order were less than the 
prices listed in Appendix A hereof for 
Group 2 B establishments. All establish¬ 
ments not in operation during the base 
period of April 4-10, 1943, and all estab¬ 
lishments which begin operating after 
the effective date of this order also belong 
to Group 3 B. 

(c) If your eating or drinking estab¬ 
lishment was not in operation during the 
base period of April 4-10, 1943, but was 
in operation prior to the effective date of 
this order, and. if the nearest similar eat¬ 
ing or drinking establishment of the same 
type is one which is properly classified in 
Group 1 B or Group 2 B, you may, but not 
later than the first day of October, 1944, 
file an application with the Savannah 
(Georgia) District Office of the Office of 
Price Administration, requesting that 
your establishment be reclassified into 
the same group to which its nearest 
similar eating or drinking establishment 
of the same type belongs. Until your 
application is acted upon, and unless your 
establishment is reclassified, it must re¬ 
tain the classification of a Group 3 B 
seller, and must observe the ceiling prices 
as provided for that group in the ap¬ 
pendices hereof. All such applications 
for reclassification must contain the fol¬ 
lowing information; 

1. Name and address of the establishment 
and of its owner or owners. 

2. A description of the establishment 
showing its type (such as night club, hotel, 
restaurant, tavern) and the date it began 
operating. 

3., The selling prices by brand name of all 
beverages sold since the beginning of its 
operation. 

4. The name of the three nearest eating 
and drinking establishments of the same 


type, and their group number as deter¬ 
mined under this order. 

5. Any other information pertinent to such 
application or which may be requested by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

(d) If your eating and drinking estab¬ 
lishment begins operation after the ef¬ 
fective date of this order, you are classi¬ 
fied as a Group 3 B seller and may not 
sell or offer for sale beverages subject 
to this order at prices higher than those 
set forth for Group 3 B sellers in the ap¬ 
pendices hereof. However, if your near¬ 
est eating and drinking establishment 
of the same type is one which is prop¬ 
erly classified as a Group 1 B or Group 
2 B seller, you may, within and not later 
than 30 days from the time you begin 
operating, file an application with the 
Savannah (Georgia) District Office, re¬ 
questing that your establishment be re¬ 
classified into the same group in which 
its nearest eating and drinking estab¬ 
lishment of the same type belongs. Until 
your application is acted upon and unless 
your establishment is reclassified, it must 
retain the classificatian of Group 3 B and 
must observe the ceiling prices as pro¬ 
vided for that group in the appendices 
hereof. All such applications for reclas¬ 
sification must contain the same infor¬ 
mation required by paragraph (c) of this 
section. 

(e) After you have figured your proper 
group number under this section and 
have filed the required statement with 
your War Price and Rationing Board as 
provided in Section 5, you may not 
change your group classification except 
as otherwise provided by this order. 

Sec. 5 Filing with War Price and Ra¬ 
tioning Board, (a) When you have fig¬ 
ured your proper group under section 4 
above, you must, on or before July 1. 
1944, file with your War Price and Ra¬ 
tioning Board a signed statement with 
the name and address of your establish¬ 
ment, its type (such as night club, hotel, 
restaurant, tavern) and the group to 
which it belongs. Thereupon the War 
Price and Rationing Board will send you 
a card bearing your group number. If 
you begin operating your establishment 
after the effective date of this order, you 
must likewise file said signed statement 
in this manner as soon as you begin 
operating. 

(b) If you are now in operation and 
have not filed the signed statement show¬ 
ing the group number to which you be¬ 
long as provided in paragraph (a) above, 
you must do so immediately. If you have 
failed to file said signed statement as 
herein required, you are hereby classified 
as a Group 3 B seller and you may not 
sell or offer for sale any beverage subject 
to this order at prices higher than the 
applicable ceiling prices listed for Group 
3 B sellers in the appendices hereof. 
Failure to file said signed statement as 
herein provided is a violation of this order 
and also subjects you to the other pen¬ 
alties herein provided. 

Sec. 6 Modification of prices . After 
you have determined your group and 
have put into effect the ceiling prices pro¬ 
vided in this order for that group, the 
Office of Price Administration District 
Director for the District in which your 


establishment is located may direct you 
to charge lower ceiling prices: 

(a) If, on the basis of your April 4-10, 
1943 legal ceiling prices, this order, 
properly applied, requires you to be 
placed into a group with lower ceiling 
prices. 

(b) If, as a result of speculative, un¬ 
warranted, or abnormal increases, con¬ 
trary to the purpose of the Emergency 
Price Control Act, as amended, your 
legal ceiling prices on April 4-10, 1943, 
were excessive in relation to the legal 
ceiling prices of other comparable es¬ 
tablishments in the District. 

Sec. 7. Exempt Sales. The following 
sales are exempt from the operation of 
this order. However, unless they are 
otherwise exempt from price control, 
they shall remain subject to the appro¬ 
priate maximum price regulation or 
order: 

(a) Sales by persons on board common 
carriers (When operated as such), in¬ 
cluding railroad cars, club cars, bar cars, 
and buffet cars, or sales otherwise gov¬ 
erned by Restaurant Maximum Price 
Regulation 1 (Dining Car Regulation). 

<b) Sales by public and private hos¬ 
pitals insofar as they serve to patients. 

(c) Sales by eating cooperatives 
formed by members of the Armed Forces 
(as, for example, officers* mess) operated 
as a non-profit cooperative (where no 
part of the net earnings inures to the 
benefit of any individual) which sells 
food items or meals on a cost basis (or 
as near thereto as reasonable account¬ 
ing methods will permit, and substan¬ 
tially all sales of which are made to 
members of the Armed Forces who are 
members of the cooperative. 

(d) Sales where the beverages subject 
to this order are included in, and sold 
as part of, a meal and where the price of 
such beverage is included in the price of 
the meal. (Such sales remain under Res¬ 
taurant Maximum Price Regulation 2). 

(e) Sales by the Wax* Department or 
the Department of Navy of the United 
States through such Departments* sales 
stores, including commissaries, ships’ 
stores ashore, and by stores operated as 
army canteens, post exchanges, or ships’ 
activities. 

(f) Bona fide private clubs insofar as 
such clubs sell only to members or bona 
fide guests of members. Whenever such 
clubs sell to persons other than members 
or bona fide guests of members, such 
clubs shall be considered for all sales an 
eating or drinking establishment and 
subject to this order. No club shall be 
considered to be exempt as a private club, 
within the meaning of this subpara¬ 
graph, unless such club is a non-profit 
organization and is recognized as such 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
unless its members pay dues (more than 
merely nominal in amount) , are elected 
to membership by a governing board, 
membership committee or other body, 
and unless it is otherwise operated as a 
private club. 

No club organized after the effective 
date of this order shall be exempt unless 
and until it has filed a request for ex¬ 
emption with the District Office of the 
Office of Price Administration of the area 
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in which it is located, furnishing such 
information as may be required, and has 
received a communication from such 
office authorizing exemption as a private 
club. 

Sec. 8. Evasion. If you are an opera¬ 
tor of an eating or drinking establish¬ 
ment you must not evade the ceiling 
prices established by this order by any 
type of scheme or device; among other 
things (this is not an attempt to list all 
evasive practices) you must not: 

(Institute any cover, minimum, bread 
and butter, service, corkage, entertain¬ 
ment, checkroom, parking or other spe¬ 
cial charges which you did not have in 
effect on any corresponding day during 
the seven-day period from April 4-10, 
1943. or 

(b) Increase any cover, minimum, 
bread and butter, service, corkage, enter¬ 
tainment, checkroom, parking or other 
special charges which you did have in ef-’ 
feet on any corresponding day during the 
Seven-day period from April 4-10, 1943, 
or 

(c) Require as a condition of sale of a 
beverage the purchase of other items or 
meals, except that during the hours from 
11:30 A. M. to 1:30 P. M. and the hours 
from 6:00 P. M. to 8:00 P. M., any eating 
or drinking establishment which derives 
not less than 70% of its gross revenue 
from the sales of prepared food items (not 
including beverage items) sold for con¬ 
sumption on the premises may refuse to 
sell beverages subject to this order for 
consumption on the premises during these 
hours to persons who do not also pur¬ 
chase food items. 

Sec. 9. Records and menus. If you are 
an operator of an eating or drink¬ 
ing establishment subject to this or¬ 
der you must observe the require¬ 
ments of General Order 50, as well 
as Restaurant Maximum Price Regula¬ 
tion No. 2, either as revised and amended 
or as may be revised and amended, with 
reference to the filing and keeping of 
menus and the preservation and keep¬ 
ing of customary and future records. 
Among other provisions of General Or¬ 
der 50, are the following: 

(a) Preserve all existing records re¬ 
lating to price, cost and sales of food 
items, meals and beverages; 

(b) Continue to prepare and maintain 
such records as have been ordinarily 
kept; 

(c) Keep for examination by the Office 
of Price Administration two copies of 
each menu used by the establishment 
each day, or a daily record in duplicate 
of the prices charged for food items, bev¬ 
erages and meals. If the establishment 
has customarily used menus, it must con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

Sec. 10. Posting of prices, (a) If you 
own or operate an eating or drinking es¬ 
tablishment offering malt beverages sub¬ 
ject to this order you must comply with 
the provisions of Order No. 2 issued un¬ 
der Restaurant Maximum Price Regu¬ 
lation 2 on March 10, 1945, and effective 
the same date, either as heretofore or 
hereafter revised and amended, which or¬ 
der provides in part that you must on or 
before April 16,1945, show on a poster to 
be supplied by the Office of Price Admin¬ 


istration, your lawful ceiling prices for 
all beer and other malt beverages which 
you offer for consumption on your 
premises. 

(b) If you begin operating your es¬ 
tablishment after April 16, 1945, you 
must obtain the price poster applicable 
to your establishment from your local 
War Price and Rationing Board and post 
same immediately. 

(c) No establishment which fails to 
comply with the posting requirements of 
Order No. 2 issued under Restaurant 
Maximum Price Regulation No. 2 on 
March 10, 1945, and effective the same 
date, either as heretofore or hereafter 
revised and amended, may sell any bev¬ 
erage subject to this order at higher 
prices than the prices provided for Group 
3 B sellers as set forth in the appendices 
hereof during such time as such estab¬ 
lishment is not in compliance with said 
order. 

Sec. 11. Posting of group number, (a) 
If you operate an eating or drinking estab¬ 
lishment selling at retail beverages sub¬ 
ject to this order you must post, and keep 
posted, in the premises a card or cards 
clearly visible to all purchasers showing 
the group number of your establishment 
as classified under this order. The card 
must read “OPA 1 B", “OPA 2 B”, or 
“OPA 3 B”, whichever is applicable. You 
may use the card or cards furnished you 
for this purpose by the War Price and 
Rationing Board. 

(b) No establishment which fails to 
comply with the posting requirements 
of this section may sell any beverage 
subject to this order at a higher price 
than provided for Group 3 B sellers in 
the appendices hereof during such time 
as such establishment is not in com¬ 
pliance with this section. 

Sec. 12. Receipts and sales slips. Re¬ 
gardless of whether or not receipts have 
customarily issued, upon request by any 
customer at the time of payment, a re¬ 
ceipt containing a full description of the 
beverage sold and the price of same 
must be issued. Such receipts must show 
the date of issue and bear the signature 
of the person issuing same. If you have 
customarily issued receipts or sales slips, 
you may not now discontinue the prac¬ 
tice. 

Sec. 13. Operation of several places. 
If you own or operate more than one 
place selling beverages subject to this 
order, you must do everything required 
by this* regulation for each place sep¬ 
arately. 

Sec. 14. Enforcement. If you violate 
any provision of this regulation you are 
subject % to the criminal penalties, civil 
enforcement actions, suits for treble 
damages and proceedings for suspen¬ 
sions of licenses, provided for by the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, 
as amended. 

Sec. 15. Licensing. The provisions of 
Licensing Order No. 1 licensing all per¬ 
sons who make sales under price control, 
are applicable to all sellers subject to 
this order. If you are a seller subject 
to this order^your license may be sus¬ 
pended for violation of the license or 
of the order. If your license is sus¬ 


pended you may not. during the period 
of suspension, make any sale for which 
your license has been suspended. 

Sec. 16. Relation to other maximum 
price regulations. This order supersedes 
the provisions of Maximum Price Regu¬ 
lation No. 259, and the General Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation, insofar as such 
provisions were applicable to sales at re¬ 
tail by eating and drinking establish¬ 
ments of beverages subject to this order. 
Sales of beverages subject to this order 
when sold as part of a meal and when 
the price of same is included in the price 
of the meal remain subject to the pro¬ 
visions of Restaurant Maximum Price 
Regulation 2. ^ 

Sec. 17. Definitions, (a) “Malt bev¬ 
erage’' is any malt beverage produced 
either within or without the continental 
United States, and includes those com¬ 
monly designated as beer, lager beer, ale, 
porter and stout. 

(b) “Cereal beverage” is any beverage 
produced from cereals either within or 
without the continental United States 
and commonly known as “near-beer”. 

(c) “On draught” means dispensed by 
a seller at retail from any container of 
Va barrel or larger size. 

(d) “Person” includes an individual, 
corporation, partnership, association, or 
any other organized group of persons, or 
legal successor or representative of any 
of the foregoing, and includes the United 
States or any agency thereof, or any 
other government, or any of its political 
subdivisions, or any agency of any of the 
foregoing. 

(e) “Sell, sale, etc.” include the service 
of beer for a consideration, with a license 
to consume on the premises. 

(f) “Eating or drinking establish¬ 
ments” means any place in which meals, 
food items or beverages are sold and 
served primarily for consumption on 
or about the premises. The term includes 
but is not limited to restaurants, hotels, 
cafes, cafeterias, delicatessens, soda 
fountains, boarding houses, catering es¬ 
tablishments, athletic stadiums, field 
kitchens, lunch wagons, hot dog carts, 
etc. 

(g) “On-premises sales” means those 
sales made for consumption by the cus¬ 
tomers either in, on, or about the prem¬ 
ises of the seller, or in the immediate 
vicinity thereof, and includes curb-serv¬ 
ice sales and sales made to customers 
served in automobiles located on or about 
the premises of the seller. 

(h) “Other definitions”. Unless the 
context otherwise requires, the defini¬ 
tions set forth in section 302 of the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, and in § 1499.20 of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation, shall apply 
to the other terms used herein. 

Sec. 18. Transfers of business or stock 
in trade. If the business assets, or stock 
in trade of any establishment are here¬ 
after sold or otherwise transferred, or 
have been sold or transferred subsequent 
to April 10, 1943, and the transferee car¬ 
ries on the business or continues to sell 
malt beverages covered by this order in 
the same location, the maximum prices 
of the transferee shall be the same as 
those to whjch its transferor would have 
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been subject if no such transfer had 
taken place, and its obligations to keep 
records sufficient to verify such prices 
shall be the same. The transferor shall 
either preserve and make available or 
turn over to the transferee all records of 
transactions prior to the transfer which 
are necessary to enable the transferee to 
comply with the recording-keeping re¬ 
quirements of this order. If there is a 
lapse of business operations in connec¬ 
tion with such a transfer for a period of 
sixty days, selling prices shall be de¬ 
termined as provided in Section 4 for a 
new seller. 

Sec. 19. Changes in location. If any 
establishment is hereinafter moved to a 
new location, the establishment shall be 
considered a new seller under this order 
and shalT determine its ceiling prices 
under the provisions of section 4.

Denis J. Driscoll and Willard L. Thorp. 
Trustees of Associated Gas and Electric 
Corporation (Agecorp Trustees), a reg¬ 
istered holding company, and General 
Gas & Electric Corporation (Gengas), 
also a registered holding company and a 
subsidiary of the Agecorp Trustees, hav¬

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It is hereby ordered, That said plan be 
and the same hereby is approved, and 
the said declaration relating to the re¬ 
classification of the common stock of 
Florida Power Corporation, be and 
hereby is permitted to become effective, 
subject, however, to the conditions speci¬ 
fied in Rule U-24 and that jurisdiction 
be. and hereby is, reserved over (1) ail 
fees and expenses to be paid in connec¬ 
tion w f ith said plan; (2) the terms, rights 
and privileges of the new common stock 
of Gengas and the number of shares 
% thereof; (3) all accounting entries to be 
made in connection with carrying out the 
plan; and (4) the determination of 
whether Gengas should be ordered to be 
dissolved. 

It is jurther ordered. That this order 
shall not be operative to authorize the 
consummation of the transactions pro¬ 
posed in the plan until an appropriate 
United States District Court shall, upon 
application thereto, enter an order en¬ 
forcing such plan. 

It is jurther ordered , That jurisdiction 
be and hereby is reserved to the Commis¬ 
sion to entertain such further proceed¬ 
ings, to make such supplemental find¬ 
ings, and to take such further action as 
it may deem-appropriate in connection 
with the plan, the transactions incident 
thereto and the consummation thereof 
and, in the event the plan be not con¬ 
summated, to enter such further orders 
as it may deem appropriate under sec¬ 
tions 11 (b) (2), 15 (f) and 20 (a) of 
the Act. 

It is further ordered . That the Agecorp 
Trustees divest themselves of all direct 
and indirect interest in and control over 
any and all properties and businesses 
of Florida Power Corporation and 
Georgia Power and Light Company, in 
any appropriate manner not in contra¬ 
vention of the applicable provisions of 
the act and the rules and regulations 
thereunder, within one year from the 
effective date of the plan or within such 
longer period (not to exceed one addi¬ 
tional year) as may be permitted for 
good cause pursuant to section 11 (c) 
of the act.
